The passage cf a well regulated law increas- 
, Ing the liceuae fees of wholesale und retail 
, liquor dealers, druggists and distillers would 
produce considerable revenue. Tbe s me uu*v 
be said of Increased license fees on pool and 
billiard tables and other similar devices, and 
of special tnxes for the sale of tob .cco. cig- 
ars. etc. 

The license fees forolrcuses and other enter- 
tainments might well be Increased and re. ula- 
ted according to population of the various

Finances la the first subject tackled. The 
governor was handicapped bv not getting the 
promised report of Auditor Norrasn. but wag 
furnished with sufficient material by that offl- 
elaL 

By reason of the decision of the appellate 
eourl In the ba k tax cases, the slate has 
been materially relieved. In other words, 
tbe payment of 7* ns lead of 4*K cents 
or, the *108 Into the state treasury 
has largely augmented the revenue This, 
however, will add is the burden of many 
counties aDd eit.ee vh.eh will now be com- 
pelled to Increase their rate of taxatioa la 
order to supplement the losses they have sus- 
tained by reason of the fact that ths b noise 
have. In a large mea.ere. been relieved of 
county and municipal taxes. 

But notwithstanding this relief to ths state. 
It trill be seen that Its financial condition Is 
not at all satisfactory. 

Auditor Norman Informs tr.c tbst at the end 
of the flsral year, June SO, 1881. there was a 
deficit In ths tTeaeury of '41.90* 17. and $w.- 
981 77 to the credit of ths school fusd. On the 
Sis*, of December. 1S9V this deficit Is said to 
have bees tl9.3-». There was at that dais 
•1 S.HT.tU In the tinkles fund, set cp»rt. how- 
ever. to pay military bonds and interest then 
dua lhe sheriffs had paid In all tuxes due 
the state except fS.V*» owing by the abend of 
Benches oounty. 

There wlU be due the common school tesrh- 
ers during this month the remaining oni-flflh 
of wages, about ttOO 'OJ Ths amount of un- 
paid warrants Is |SM 873 I* The amount of 
claims filed and allowed Is estimated at >.**,-

large their buildings 

Warraots hare been Issued to the state of- 
ficials for salaries, but the amount unpaid la 
not stated. These, however, are embraced in 
the unpaid warrants mentioned. Besides 
these there is a renstderable amonni due on 
claims allowed, but not yet presented to the 
auditor. 

The Indebtedness above named Is In addi- 
tion to the bonded Indebtedness of the state, 
as follows, as shown by the auditor’s report at 
tbe end of the fiscal year 189 t, page. 148:

with these that may occur to you. should ma- 
terially lessen expenses 
It is suggested that the *01 idle convicts in 
the penitentiary might be employed in build- 
ing new ospltal buildings and that a new man- 
sion should al>o be erected. 

Tor many years mere ehlldren have been 
confined In the penitentiary, and a number are 
now cor.fiDed there, despite the fact that many 
have been pardoned by the various governors 
on account of their extreme youthfulness. 
These children have been, and are now being 
associated with old and hardened malefactors, 
and doubtless many who might have been re- 
formed have become the must accomplished 
criminals bv reason of superior advantages 
and training In the penitentiary. 

It. Is respectfully recommended that the 
Feeble-minded Institute be abolished and the 
Inmates retnrsed as lunatics, or returned un- 
der the present starutes to tbely friends or to 
the counties from which they eaino and that 
the buildings be turned into a house of re- 
form. and such changes, toge’.h-r with regula- 
tions enacted for Its management as you may 
consider best 

The prevalence of mob violence In Kentucky 
Is deplorable I suggest that a statute be en- 
acted providing severe penalties against all 
persons who. directly or Indirectly, by word or 
act. encourage sueh atrocities 
o Freedom of speech and of the press dees not 
Imply unbridled license The right to endorse 
violations of law and encourage crime does not 
exist anywhere in good government. The 
press of the United States Is denouncing In 
unmeasured terms the late crimes committed 
in Merlon county end we can not hope to at- 
tract peace-loving and law-aOidlng people to 
the state If such Inhuman practices go unpun- 
ished. 

That the present law is the United btates 
concerning Immigration should be careiully 
remodeled, and the tlds of worthless and dan- 
gerous people Hooding our shores be stayed, 
is admitted by all sober-thinking men 
It might be of benefit if your honorable 
body would request our senators and repres- 
entatives in congress to take some steps to 
remedy this evil 

Election 4 article 3 chapter 10* of the 
general statutes, provides that “a commit- 
tee composed of members of both 

houses shall be appointed wkhln ten 
days after the organization of the gen- 
eral assembly, at every regu ar session 
thereof, whose duty It shall he personally to 
examine Into the treasury examine all papers 
or vouchers upon which money has teen paid 
for each of the preceding two years, ascertain 
the amount of money paid Into and paid out of 
the treasury, and the amount of public money 
cn hand.’ etc. The same section requires tue 
auditor s olfioe to be investigated. 

’this seems to have been omitted from the 
Kentucky statutes, but is yet tn force, as 
those statutes have not been adopted as con- 
taining all the law of the stute. 

Gov. Buckner called attention to the fact 
ih it this staute had been over ooked. and re- 
quested that all the stale offices should be 
carefully Inspected and reported upon I like- 
wise rail your utter.llon to this statute, and re- 
peat his recommendation. 

1 am Informed mat in September. I89S J. A. 
Tompkins, w ho was one of the posse of Deputy 
United States .Marshal Sloan, killed Richard 
Lawrence in Clinton county. Kentucky, and 
was at the October term of the Cincinnati cir- 
cuit court indicted for murder. lam also in- 
formed that an. h killing ws» not done while 
Tompkins was in the discharge of bis duty as 
a member of the posse. 

I recommend tb it you Immediately enact a 
1- w such as will cover this and all slmlllar 
cases that have -risen or n ay arise enabling 
the commonwealth to protect her citizens 
through her cwn courts. 

1 here Is a remarkably larger percentage of 
fanatics from some localities In the 
slate than from others, so much so as to 
awake tne suspicion that there are posaibly 
many confined wh > are not lunatics, but who 
under the statutes are idiot- and are not dan- 
gerous or uncontrollable, lhe law regarding 
Inspection in this respect seems definite, but 
your nttentlon Is oalled to the subj. ct for such 
investigation and further legislation as you 
may deem prop : r 

Gov. B.ail.e- says the present ballot system 
Is a great Improvement but contains many 
imperfections, und caila attention to some ol 
them. 

It is said that Kentucky pays twice as muen 
for school books as states north of us If this 
be true such laws should be enacted as will 
remedy It If uniformity in text beoks should 
be required the prices should bs necessarily 
reduced.

Of late numerous untruthful stories eon- 
| eerning the commission of crime In Kentucky 
have been given currency by unprincipled cor- 
respondents. ell to the great detriment of the 
st-.te. I recommend. In order to restrain th-se 
Irresponsible persons, that a lt.w should bo 
passed providing severe punishment of ell 
persons who willfully state, deliver or trans- 
mit to any manager, editor, publisher report- 
er or other employeof any periodical or serial, 
any falsehood concerning any pc non. corpora- 
tion or community. 

The message refers to the "Iniquitous 
practices" of gerrymandering, and after 
quoting the provisions of the eons tltutlon. con- 
tinues: 

Tbe rules prescribed are plain Was the 
prtsent apportionment made within these 
rules or as nearly so as practicable? If so, 
tbe constitution has been complied with, and 
no other apportionment can lie had for 
ten years after these were made- 
if. on the other hand, the cont.tUutlon has 
been disregarded, no apportionment has been 
■lade, for that which Is unconstl iutlonal is of 
no e fleet. The authority, it is true, was given 
to be exercised at the time mentioned, but not 
prohibited Trout being exerciser thereafter. 
If for any reason it was nqj then exercised, or 
It exercised, so done In violation < f tbe orgsnlo 
law. the general assembly now boa the right, 
and It la its duty to exercise It In u proper we;. 

To make a t ew apportionment i ppllcable to 
persons now holding offl -e would produce con- 
fusion and Injure, and therefore any new ap- 
portlonmeat bill should not take effect until 
after the expiration of the terms of those now 
In office. 1 x ubtless If this Is not do ae the courts 
will be called upon to peeson tie question. 
end far more trouble and confusion result than 
if the matter be now properly adjt sted. It may 
be said that if the apportionment Is void, the 
present general assembly Is not I legal body. 
This ergumrnt can not be sustain* d because It 
would produce anarchy. Every government 
has the Inherent right to maintain Its ex- 
istence, otherwise there could be no govern- 
ment. The general assembly, open whom was 
devolved this Important trust, hits ceased to 
exist and can not be called into life The 
present general assembly, therefore, if an un- 
constitutional apportionment bat been made, 
should correct the evil In the interest of good 
(overnmenu

Semi-annual Interest is payable upon tbe 
achool bonds held by tbe board of education, 
but tbe stale will not be called upon to pay tbe 
principal Tbe certificates of Indebtedness 
draw Interest, but the principal does not fall 
due until 90&. 

As already stated, tbe amount In the sinking 
fund will be paid on tbe military bonds. 

It is manifest that steps must be taken to 
liquidate debts now due. for tbe credit of tbe 
state must be maintained at all hazards- As 
to wbat tbe estimated expenses and revenues 
of tbe present fiscal year may be I do not 
know I fear, however, that tbe present tax 
rate will not prove sufficient to meet current 
expenses but as I have not tss necessary data 
before me. 1 oan not speak with any degree 
of certainty. i shall recommend certain 
reforms, which, if adopted, will. In my judg- 
ment. curtail expenses and increase the reve- 
nue. ftome of these, however, can not be 
made effective for some time to come oth- 
ers may prove beneficial during the present 
year. 

I submit to yowr wisdom on full Information, 
after inspection of audltoi's report (whicn 
should be obtained at as early a date ms pos- 
sible) and a slose scrutiny of all tbe surround- 
ings. whether or not tbe rate of 14X4110** 
should be lnsreassd, or wbat should be done to 
provide payment of accrued Indebtedness 

As stated, some ef tbe remedies recom- 
mended mav not be put into speedy operation 
because of tbe fast that they can not become 
available until tbs present terms of those in 
office have expired, but that furnishes no rea- 
son why they should not be adopted so that 
they may prove of benefit in tbe future 

The message calls attention to ibe enormous 
expense to tbe stats of criminal prosecutions, 
and reoommends that jurWdiotlon of prosecu- 
tions. when the maximum of line is under foOO.or 
maximum of imprisonment is under one year, 
be transferred to the Judgss of quarterly 
eourts and tbe eoncurreat jurisdiction of 
justices and police judges with said court to 
try misdemeanors as now fixed by law (tbe 
trials to be had under warrants). 

Tbe Indiscriminate summoning of witnesses 
and tbe expense of examining courts are also 
criticised. The message continues: 

Tbe chief source of expense, however, is 
found in bung juries and repealed trials. In 
nearly every instance this results from diffi- 
culty in determining the extent of punish- 
ment. In tbe federal and man? state courts of 
the union It has proven quite efficacious, 
while having the jury to pass on guilt ar.d Its 
degree. toc*othe the judge with power to fix 
tbe punishment Doubtless the adoption of 
this rule in Kentucky would save tbe stare 
thousands of dollars, and at tbe same time re- 
sult In more speedy punishment of criminals. 

Tbe abolition of the office of common wealth's 
attorney was unquestionably con tempi Med by 
tbe framers of tbe constitution. In my Judg- 
ment this office should be abolished. In many 
of the stales of the anion the office does not 
exist, and the laws In such stares are equally 
well administered as those where it does exist 
By placing in the hands of the county attorney 
all prosecutions, and giving him a :alr percent- 
age on fines and forfeitures. In addition to 
allowances made by the counties, the office 
would be more desirable and be sought by a 
gool cla** of competent lawyers. 1 do not 
mean by this to Insinuate that sueh offices are 
oot now filled by competent gentlemen, but 
tbat men of larger exp er ence. who. in many 
instances, et a not now afford to take the piece, 
would readily accept it on account of the in- 
creased salary. 

The office of the register of the land office 
has for years been a source of expense, witn- 
out corresponding benefit to the stata The 
constitution clearly contemplated its ■boll- 
lion. and 1 trust you mar see fit to sboiish it 
at this session, placing the books and papers 
of the offiee in the hands of the auditor or sec- 
retary of slate, after the expiration of ths 
present term, and providing one clerk to look 
after the discharge of Its du'les And In 
this connection your attention is called 
to tbs fact that patents are being con- 
stantly Issued for the land already ap- 
propriated. The effect of this is to cloud 
titles and lessen the value of real estate. It U 
auggeeted that you may require every person 
asking for a survey and warrant to notify the I 
ccunty processloners. and have them give no- 
tice to all persons who have lands adjoining 
tbe land sought to be appropriated, and all 
others who are known to them to have any 
claim upon the adjoining lauds, or that sought 
to be patented, at the time of m - king the sur- 
vey 

The commissioner of agriculture and the 
agricultural bureau cost the state annually a 
large sum of monev. The benefit, if any, 
derived is very slight. As to tbe grain in- 
spector and weigher, if necessary the power to 
appoint might be lodged with some at te offi - 
ce» An amendment should be proposed to tbe j 

constitution for tbe abolishment of this unnec- 
ensary state appendage 

The board of equalisation. In my judgment, 
has proven an afflict! on. The selection o? men 
In distant portions of the state to pass upon 
the value of property Already sworn to b< the 
party a*s«s?»od. certified by the assessor and 
revised by the county supervisors of tbe lo- 
cality where it Is sit lated. can not be other- 
wise than uncertain and unjust It Is sug- 
gested that the revenue or auditor’s egent. 
whose duties and compensation have recently 
been regulated by law In such way a6 to 
make them an advantage to the state, be re- 
quired to lock carefully lute the list of as- 
sessed property after the meeting of the su- 
pervisors sad take sueh steps ss they deem 
necessary, by aetian or prosecution, to dis- 
cover anv property not listed, and where prop- 
erty has been assessed at less than its value 
at a fair voluntary sale, to Institute such pro- 
ceeding ae may be necessary to recover the 
taxos properly coming to the dOU), toge-.ber 
with a certain per cent, by way of compensa- 
tion to the agent 

The auditor's agent should be an attorney at 
law. or. If not, should be compelled to employ 
an attorney and compensate hi a out of his per 
cent for his services. 

He recommends that the circuit courts be 
and expenses lessened by Jurisdiction 
in prosecutions where the maximum fine is 
under fU > 0 or imprisonment under one year, 
being transferred to the Judges of quarterly 
courts and the concurrent Jurisdiction cf .his-’ 
tlces and police judges, with said oourt to try 
misdemeanors as now fixed b- law. The eo- 
astsnent of a law is recommended requiring an 
affidavit to be made, plainly showing that the 
offense charged Is grand larceny, before any 
order of arrest or subpoenas ere Issued. 

Section 114. Kentucky stitute*. requires tbe 
attorney rene ral tr> invent* gate al* unsatisfied 
cUimn. demands and Jud^rm* nts in favor of the 
common wealth, and confers upon him the 
right to employ attorneys to prosecute the 
same, tbe attorneys thus en piorcd to be psld 
by the state.

spective homes and that prosperity and hap- 
piness may attend you through life.

Gov. Bradley Beads ths Delated Doc* meat 
to tho House. 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. IL — At 11:30 
Friday Gov. Bradley’s message was 
sent to and read in the bouse. The 
governor recommends a new state cap- 
ital building and a new governor's 
mansion. Tha message condems mob 
law and asks for the passage of laws 
Imposing rigid penalties 

It also recommends new judicial leg- 
islative appointment laws and the 
abolishment of the bureau of agricul- 
ture, register of lauds and common- 
wealth's attorney. It asks for the pas- 
sage of laws imposing severe penalties 
for violation of election rules and that 
foreign corporations be compelled to 
organize under the laws of this state 
before being allowed to do business 
here. 

It estimates an increased deficit in 
the state treasury nsxt June and indi- 
cates that it will be impossible to re- 
duce the rate of state taxation. It 
proposes a cut in the salaries of state 
officials aud the increase of license 
fees of all kinds In order to replenish 
the state treasury.

Mr. X was still w ith us, and on hearing 
my statement said: 

“Yes. I know; the man is dead, and 
It is fortunate that you did not attempt 
to touch the body.

It also recommends new judicial leg- 
islative appointment laws and the 
abolishment of the bureau of agricul- 
ture, register of lauds and common- 
wealth’s attorney. It asks for the pas- 
sage of laws imposing severe penalties 
for violation of election rules and that 
foteign corporations be compelled to 
organize under the laws of this state 
before being allowed to do business 
here. 

It estimates an increased deficit in 
the state treasury next June aud indi- 
cates that it will be impossible t<o re- 
duce the rate of state taxation. It 
proposes a cut in the salaries cf state 
officials and the increase of license 
foes of all kinds in order to replenish 
the state treasury.
